N our former printed Relation, you have an Acccount of procecdingstill the 29th of the 2d Monett: 
called April, in Eaſter-Seſfions, when remained Seventeen of our Friends Fritoners, on acco mt of 
Fines for Meetings ; ſince which divers that were then diſcharged out of Priton, on p.o_ ts Am. 

peararice 3 and ſome others were called into Court again upon the next adjournment of tne S5;..2.;* .-d 
there Indicted for breach of the Peace, fined and committed for their Fines. 

Inthe mean time Sheritt Xnight and John Hilliar went on with their Inhumane and Arbitrary pro. .-: 
ings againſt us; for yeſterday the 7th of the 3d Moneth, being the firft day of the Week, callec 
Lord"s-day in the Morning, they ſent ſeven Men to Newgate from their peaceable Meeting,and then cau. 
the Doors to be nailed upon the Reſt (viz.) eighty ſeven Women and fourteen Men together, thus Imprilo. 
ing them in their Meeting-houſe well nigh ſix Hours, allowing no way out for conveniency of Eale or Re- 
frelhment to Nature, which Hiliar was 10 {cnlible of, that he told the Women to this effeft, Thar the wex3 
time they ſhould bring Chamber-Pets with them. It is too large toinkift on all their ſordid Abuſes. 

The ſeven Men were ſent for out again, and ditmiffed, occalioned, as is ſuppoſed, by their making 
the ſaid Meeting a Religious Conventicle, and not a Riot. 

In the After-noon the ſame Day John Hilliar, Fobn Tilly, &c. Conſtables, came to the Meeting, and 
becauſe our Friends did not depart upon Proclamation, they called them W HORES and ROGUES, 
guarded the Door, and confined them in their Mecting place, which is 1 a Yard in the Rain, fince they 
were kept out of our Meeting-houſe : T his they did without reſpe& to Sex, Age or Quality, them- 
ſelves having taken up the Places of Shelter to drink Ale and ſmoke Tobacco in : And becauſe when their 
uſual time of departure was come, our Friends attempted to go forth and depart peaccably away to their 
reſpeftive Homes, the Door not being faſt ſhut, one of the Conſtables laid Violent Hards on an Antient 
Woman, (viz. Hann.h Jordan) griped or pinched her Arm io hardand Malicioutly, that made it very 
black, the like whereto Sheriff & N 1G HT had formerly done by her otber Arm. Thus violently ſtop- 
ping them, they continued them there in the Rain, and afterwards Inditted rhem for 2 Riot, becauſe they 
attempred to go - But the Jury brought in their Verdict NO RIOT, at which Sheriff X"i12hr and Fohr: 
Hilizar were greatly diſcontented, the former threatning ſome of the Jury, To have them Wp 89 London.

Fighty tive were brought to Priſon, being all V Vomen and 
Maids, except four Men and a Youth, ſome V Vomen with Child, and ſome very antient and feeble 3 how- 
beit, without reſpect to Age, Sex or Condition, they were put in together, wherefor watt of Beds, 
(there being inall but three to ſpare) they were forced ta ſit and lie on the Stones, and the Floor; Benches 
and Tables all Night ip five Rooms, ſome of them being very Naſty, and open, without either Galfs or 
Shutters to the V V indows, which had not been made uſe of for many Years. next day they were 
fent for before the Mayor and Aldermen to the Tolrey, where (after ſo illa nights lodging) they were 
detained about Ei viz..from about nine till five in the Evening,the molt part of thetime locked up 
in the lower Council-houſe, until the Magiſtrates could come to a ſion amongſt themſelves what todo 
with them, through which long continuance of — together, with the heat, ſeveral of them were 
fick and faint, not being in a fit condition for ſuch Confin z at length they committed Seventy Three 
of them ; the Men thpy ſent to Newgare, but the V Vomen to Bridewel, all under the uſual colour or pre- 
fece of Breach of the Peace, where they are grievoully thronged together, lying on the Floors, ſeven;
